school, with Mrs. Brewer; and Miss Reynolds, 
an-Armenian lady, went with us as interpre- 
ter.

We found about 
twenty-childten of different ages; from five to

If his sickness were the effect of no imprudence or 
guilt of any kind,.on his part, then he could not be 
blamed for his inability. But we shall suppose 
that it arises from indulgence in unwholesome food, 
which his m phad forbidden him. It is true, 
that before he ate of the forbidden food, he could 
obey his-master; and he might have refrained from 
the unwholesome viands. But it was by an act of 
gross: disobedience, that he brought his sickness 
and conseguent inability upon him, and he is-res- 
ponsible both for the first act of disobedience, and 


for all its consequences; for he was forewarned by 


his master what these consequences would be, and 
understood that he would be held thus responsible.

Dear Sir,—We embrace the earliest oo

violence; for at five o’clock in the afternoon of the 
abgye day, most unexpectedly the accumylated 
waters from the different sources of the rive ich 
runs through the station, came rushing down with 
a force and rapidity so tremendous, that no person, 
unacquainted with African rivers, can possibly 
form an idea of it, bringing down bush-wood, large 
trees, and logs from the neighbouring forest. 
Fearing the river might rise to an unusual height 
during the night, so as to endanger our dwellings, 
we consulted upon the —y of keeping watch; 
but while speaking, it swelled so suddenly as to 
convince us we must immediately remove our 
goeds, Anumber of people, men and women, 
came running down to our assistance; but before 
any thing could be taken away the water had sur- 
rounded the houses. In half an hour we succeeded 
In carrying out the greatest part, and having placed 
the rest in a situation where we sup they 
would not get wet, we waded through the water 
knee deep, tothe — the roof of which is in such 
a state that we found it difficult to find a dry place 
init. As the river continued to swell, we were 
obliged to keep watch at night, during which 
time it rose twenty inches above the floor in some 
of the rooms of the mission houses, and came with- 
in twelve paces of our temporary abode, but rapid- 
ly returned to its natural course before! morning. 
We are indebted to a kind Providence, that this |

In an 
instant the whole was in a flame, rising to the ceil- 
ing and spreading towards the side of the room. 
Unfortunately, a bottle containing spirits of turpen- 
tine saturated with camphor, which was at the 
end of the counter, broke, from the heat, and add- 
ed double fury tothe element, so that before water 
could be procured, the whole store was enveloped 
in flames, the bottles on both sides bursting and 
throwing their inflammable contents into the fire. 
The loss sustained by Mr. Carpenter, amounts to 
$10,000, of which $5,000 were insured. He has al- 
so to regret the destruction of a number of accounts, 
of several years’ letters, and other papers of value,

Hurricane at Guadaloufe.—Captain Cloutman, 
of the brig Sarah Louisa, informs us that a severe 
hurricane was felt at Guadaloupe on the 24th of 
August, and much damage occurred to the planta- 
tions. Coffee trees and sugar cane were-entirely 
levelled. A North Carolina schooner at Bassa- 
terre, cut her masts away and was driven ‘to sea; 
she was seen late in the day under small sail, and 
it was supposed running for St. Thomas. 

The barometer was much lower than at the 
time of the great hurricane in 1825, when so many 
were destroyed. 

The droghers which were out suffered severely, 
and. two with valuable cargoes, belonging to Point 
Petre, were lost, and all on board perished. Many 
were driven ashore at the Saints, and went to 
pieces; and one from Mariegalante, with twenty 
passengers, was supposed to be entirely lost,— 
Boston fraper.

Towards evening of the second day I 
became restless and feverish; at midnight my pulse 
was 120, and very weak; spasms in my legs and 
arms led me to think, for the first time, that I was 
labouring under spasmodic cholera, On examin- 
ing the copious flowings from the bowels, I found 
them to consist of a limpid fluid, resembling chicken 
broth or barley-water; This is now understood to 
be the serus part of the blood; when this escapes, 
only the thick dark particles remain in the blood-.

Yes, I said, it is possible, and I will try that reme- 
dy which I have so strongly recommended to others 
in this disease. I took three drops of croton oil on 
a little sugar, and confidently waited the effects. 
The following took place in succession—In 20 
minutes the stomach was discharged of an immense 
quantity of undigested food; the liver, which had 
been distended to a most painful degree with bile, 
poured its contents into the intestines; the gruelly 
discharge from the bowels was now succeeded by 
copious evacuations of bile and offensive matter, 
the cramps ceased, and the pulse rose. All these 
favourable occurrences took place in less than an 
hour after taking the croton oil, and I pronounced 
myself out ofdanger. Thisis my case; and Iho 
and trust it may prove an important one to the pub- 
lic, as it may lead to a more successful mode of 
treatment than has hitherto been employed in this 
fatal disease.”
